Mr. Laurence A. Johnson, whose interest in early country store 
items led to his establishment of Johnson’s Old General Cross-roads 
Store Museum in connection with his supermarkets in Syracuse, 
New York (Spinning Wheel Jan. °55) has now retired from the 
supermarkets, but not from his devotion to the study and collection 
of country store items. In fact his collections of considerable pro- 
portions have enabled him to supply complete country stores to 
various museums and village restorations. The country store, just 
opened at Tweetsie Railroad (page 8) near Blowing Rock, N. C., 
is one that he had, over the years, “put together”. 

When, in 1935, Mrs. Frank R. Smith of Beltsville, Maryland, ad- 
mired and was given a little green glass lamp with painted flowers, 
found in the cellar of her husband’s old home in Pennsylvania, she 
was unwittingly starting down a long-road hobby. Though she did 
not begin serious collecting until some ten years ago, her miniature 
lamps now number over 200. Her husband, a microanalyst in the 
Microbiology Division of the Food and Drug Administration at 
Washington, D. C., has aided and abetted her in her search for un- 
usual examples, and it was he who photographed the lamps from 
her, collection, Miniature Lamps page 24. 

In Stowe, Ohio, Mr. Bob Schafer has also been collecting minia- 
ture lamps—not as long as Mrs. Smith, perhaps, but with equal 
enthusiasm and with an eye to rare examples of the art glass period. 

Because the story of miniature lamps can so well be told—com- 
parisons made and misconceptions corrected — through photo- 
graphed examples, some of the most instructive, as well as the most 
unusual, of the miniature lamps in these two collections have been 
selected to “speak for themselves”. In these two collections there 
are surprisingly few duplicates, indicative of the quantity of 
varying designs in which miniature lamps were made. ty

The “Tweetsie” 
Historic Old Train of the Mountains

ROM the late 1860s until the com- 

ing of surfaced highways, the 
mountain area between Boone, North 
Carolina, and Johnson City, Tennessee, 
was linked by a 3-foot gauge railroad. 
It was officially the East Tennessee & 
Western North Carolina Railway, but 
to those of the Blue Ridge country, it 
was never anything but the “Tweet- 
sie’, so called from the piping sound 
of its whistle. By the late 1930s, high- 
ways had cut into the Tweetsie’s use- 
fulness, and when in 1940 a flood 
washed away much of its track, the 
railway was disbanded. The old 
Tweetsie train passed through several 
hands, and was owned by movie star 
Gene Autry until he was persuaded to 
restore it to its native state. 

After three years of planning and 
construction and nearly half a million 
dollars spent, the little old Tweetsie 
runs again, on a new track, to be 
sure, but in whistle sound of its old 
roadbed. Seven days a week in sum- 
mer, and on weekends in spring and 
fall, it busily spouts steam, puffs 
smoke, and whistles softly, as it 
transports passengers in a three mile 
loop around scenic Roundhouse Moun- 
tain between Blowing Rock and 
Boone, North Carolina. The country 
store pictured—it’s one arranged by 
Mr. L. A. Johnson, see Bath Brick, 
page 16—is a special feature at the 
stopping spot, designed to prolong just 
a few minutes more the feeling 
of old days, old ways, of which ip 
the Tweetsie is a part.

Museum of 


Whiskey History 


at Bardstown, 


Nelson County, Kentucky 


HILE many industries are rec- 

ognizing the historical value of 
the antiques of their trade, and are 
quietly building up collections, few 
have yet made these collections avail- 
able for public use and study. The 
Barton Museum of Whiskey History, 
opened in Bardstown, Kentucky, in 
1957, through the efforts of Mr. Oscar 
Getz, president of the Barton Distill- 
ing Company, and a life-long collector 
of whiskey artifacts, is a unique ex- 
ample of what one industry has done 
to provide public opportunity for con- 
centrated study of the antiques in its 
field.

Whiskey distilling is one of Amer- 
ica’s earliest industries, and many of 
the laws of our land have been woven 
in and about it. The Federal excise 
law on domestic spirits, enacted by 
Congress in 1781, for example, estab- 
lished today’s pattern of levying Fed- 
eral excise taxes within states. A dra- 
matic documentation of the Whiskey 
Rebellion, provoked by this early law, 
is among the hundreds of the Barton 
Museum exhibits, which include rare 
manuscripts, documents, books, li- 
censes, bottles, and advertising post- 





ers, from the mid-18th 
through the prohibition era. 

To Mr. Getz’ impressive personal 
collections which form the basis of 
the exhibits—he’s shown above in his 
Chicago office with some of his choice 
pieces—have been added contribu- 
tions and loans from all segments of 
the industry. Thus the museum has 
become a central storehouse of his- 
torical and statistical data for the in- 
dustry itself, while admitting its +9

MORE ON RAMPANT LION 


This is in anpres iation of the letter 
from Mrs. E. G. Campbell, Fairhaven, 
Mass., published in the October issue of 
Spinning Wheel, especially the part relat- 
ing to the Rampant Lion mark; also for 
your informative editorial comment. 

We have several pieces of opaque milk- 
white glass with body and base in cream 
to light buff color, satin finished and deco- 
rated with colored flowers. All are signed 
with the rampant lion within a shield and 
“Trade Mark” underneath, (ail in red), 
marked on the base. Some items have a 
row of fine beading around the top edge; 
one has a ring, handle, and top of silver 
unmarked, and one has a silver top and 
holder marked “Pairpoint Mfg. Co., New 
Bedford, Mass."’ I have known dealers to 
eall this rampant-lion marked _ glass 
“Crown Milano”, “‘Wavecrest”’, “Burmese”, 
and the product of a factory in Belgium. 
But I have believed that it was produced 
in New Bedford, Mass. 

We have two sweetmeat jars of em- 
bossed glass in light blue and cream-white 
colors and decorated with flowers and 
sprays. These have silver tops and are in 
silver holders marked “Pairpoint Mfg. Co., 
New Bedford, Mass."’ One has the small 
round scalloped Mt. Washington Glass Co. 
lavel printed in brown color. The double 
eagle design is in the center with “AL- 
BERTINE” and “MT. W.G. CO.” printed 
around the edge. 

We are eagerly looking forward to Mr. 
Revi's articles and hope one will include 
“Albertine” glass for we have never read 
of this glass or found anyone knowing it 
ever existed. 

After many years of accumulating “Art 
Glass”, we consider the glass produced at 
New Bedford, Mass., to be as varied, in- 
teresting and beautiful as any produced 
anywhere.

JUSTIN PLAQUE 

Please convey to Mr. Stubbs my appre- 
ciation for bringing his plaque out in the 
open for me to see (Oct. '58) as I also 
have one. With the help of the data given, 
I have learned from Mr. Beckwith of the 
Victoria & Albert Museum that mine is 
the other of the pair now displayed in the 
Museum—‘St. Louis Bearing the Crown of 
Thorns to the Sainte Chapelle in Paris’. 
Mine was one of a pair, the other being 
the same as Mr. Stubbs’, acquired from 
England through a local dealer. Both were 
framed in heavy plaster frames which had 
been gilded and then painted over in black, 
and had very convex glass. Unfortunately, 
the relief like Mr. Stubbs’ was damaged in 
shipment, the frame and glass having been 
smashed and some damage done to the 
plaque. Mr. Beckwith ddvised that the 
plaque was plaster and had in all prob- 
ability been waxed as it has a slight sheen.

Mrs. Helen L. Merrill, Salem, New 
Hampshire would like to have information 
concerning the Card & Devil pieces in 
Royal Bayreuth; particularly to have a 
complete listing of pieces made. This is a 
tall order, but perhaps readers can help 
by telling of various pieces in their own 
collections. 


Mrs. Orin V. Duncan, Winchester, Illi- 
nois inquires for the origin of Easter egg 
trees. 


@In his “Dictionary of American An- 
tiques,’ Carl W. Drepperd wrote: “The 
egg tree is the Easter equivalent of 
the Christmas tree, and very probably 
the older of the two. Of pagan Norse 
origin, the custom was introduced in the 
U. S. by both Swedes and Moravians. A 
bare tree was trimmed with colored eggs 
in celebration of the coming’ of the new 
fertile season, By the 18th century the 
eggs were blown or sucked and the shell 
filled with wax or plaster. Thus the egg 
tree was used over and over and over 
again at the paschal season.” A picture 
of an Eas‘ter egg tree appeared in 
“Spinning Wheel,” April °56; the eggs 
used on it were blown Milk Glass, not 
the usual colored hen’s eggs. 


Mrs. Hulan Tate, Belvidere, Illinois in- 
quires about an oil painting she recently 
acquired, which shows 4 puppies, 2 asleep 
and 2 watching a spider crawling toward 
them. The frame to which the canvas is 
tacked is put together with wooden 
wedges. The initials S.E.B. appear in 
lower left hand corner. 


® Painting has always been a_ great 
amateur pasiime; in the 1880s and 1890s 
especially was a great flurry of painting 
lessons and oil painting of subjects 
similar to that Mrs. Tate describes. 
Does anyone recognize the initials? 


Mrs, E. J. Carter, Baltimore, Md. in- 
quires about 3 Wedgwood plates, with 
backstamp “Mottoes from Chaucer”, a 
picture of Chaucer, and “First of English 
Poets”, the initials HZX cut in china and 
Wedgwood impressed. The plates bear, 
mottoes, as “For I Came Up Y Nyste 
How”, with weathervane and four swal- 
lows; “Upon the Smale, Softe, Swate 
Gras”, showing mushrooms, trees, and 
rising (or setting sun), and “As If A 
Wight Hath Fast A Thynge in Minde”, 
with raven on branch, house in back- 
ground. 


@ Mr. Harry M. Buten, director of the 
Buten Museum of Wedgwood in Merion, 
Penna., identifies these as being made 
in 1885, and says they are probably 
Queen’s ware and part of a set of a 
dozen special issue plates to celebrate 
the 500th Anniversary of the com- 
pletion of Chaucer’s “Canterbury Tales.” 





Mrs, S. B. Derwich, Franklin, Michigan, 
is seeking help with the identification of 
the mark pictured, which appears on the 
cup and saucer, also shown. The Berlin 
Museum in Germany places it in the 
“Second Rococo” period, but cannot fur- 
nish the identity of the maker.

An Ever Ready 


ITH a young marrieds’ practi- 

cality, inspired by reflection on 
the high cost and short usefulness of 
the live Christmas tree, and the sub- 
sequent clean-up operation—in our 
small house we couldnh’t pass our 
little fir without a shower of needles 
—we decided for the Christmas of 
1925 to try an artificial tree. 

We ordered, a little dubiously, from 
a leading mail order house “a finest 
quality imported tree” of “material 
that does not shed,” in the six-foot 
size, with red berry tipped branches 
of glossy green, the approved—and 
only—color for Christmas trees then. 
Decked with familiar ornaments from 
previous years—some of them had 
hung on my childhood trees, some on 
my mother’s—and a few new ones 
added, it made a showy and satisfac- 
tory tree. 

Now after more than thirty holiday 
appearances, it is still as handsome, 
and has the added attraction of being 
an “almost antique.” Every Christ- 
mas season it’s an old friend to be 
welcomed, to be lovingly hung with 
popcorn strings, garlands of tinsel 
older than the tree itself, and all the 
treasured ornaments which have 
multiplied with the years. 

More than half of our ornaments 
are of pre-1925 vintage; some predate 
the century. Our earliest are German 
imports. The heavy glass balls, made 
prior to 1900, with cardboard caps or 
pleated insert and cord for hanging, 
have survived the years well, and it is 
possible to find occasional additions 
to our collection in antiques shops 
and shows. Harder to find are the 
doll faces, harps, mandolins, angels,

birds, bells, and fruit of the same 
period, for these were more delicately 
blown—and more easily broken. 
When World War I cut off the 
ornament supply from Germany, 
some rather clumsy domestic efforts 
in blue, red, and silver foil, occasion- 
ally trimmed with tinsel, closed the 


gap. 
In World War II, foil was used 
again, as well as metal, precious 


though it then was. We are especially 
fond of some crimped metal light re- 
flectors and icicles of colored twisted 
metal suspended by a thread, which 
twist and turn with the slightest 


movement, purchased during this 
wartime period. Apparently they 
were made for one year only, for 


though we diligently searched, we 
never found them in the stores again. 

Other favorites we have sought, 
and failed to find repeated, are silver 
stars, dating from the early twenties, 
with eight points of bright tinsel, 
centered with a red berry, and sus- 
pended by an almost invisible wire. 

Part of the joy in our ever-ready 
tree is in sharing it. Our friends bring 
their friends, who bring their friends, 
to see our “old tree.” Occasionally 
some one asks: “Where can I get 
ornaments like these? I’ve looked, 
but never found them in the stores.” 

We have the answer ready. “You 
hunt for them in antiques shops and 
shows, in attics, in old store stocks. 
Each year you purchase a few ex- 
amples of the best in current manu- 
facture. You save them carefully and 
treat them with respect. In 
thirty years, you’ll have an ‘an- ia 
tique’ tree, too!”

Bath Brick 


by LAURENCE A. JOHNSON 


ATH brick was a commonplace item on the shelves of 

the old-time general store, in demand in both brick 
and powdered form as an abrasive for scouring steel 
cutlery, polishing tinware, nickel, silver, and whatever 
else could be made to shine. Many a housewife, seventy 
or eighty years ago, considered her kitchen incomplete 
without its scouring box, often homemade, with a built-in 
compartment for a Bath brick. 

Bath brick was, and still is, made only in the town of 
Bridgewater in Somersetshire, England, fashioned from 
the slime deposits left by the bore of the Parrett River 
which flows through the town. This bore, or tidal wave in 
the river, forms when the diurnal tides sweeping in from 
the Bristol Channel are forced into the funnel-shaped

estuary of the Parrett River. When it 
hits the river flow, it pushes the river 
backward, and a fierce churning re- 
sults. Siliceous matter collected by 
the Gulf Stream from the coasts of 
Devon, Somerset, and Eire, and 
brought up by the bore is churned 
together with flinty vegetable dia- 
toms, coming down from the river’s 
Sedgemoor reaches, to produce a 
peculiar mixture of silica, lime, sul- 
phur, and clay. It is of this material 
that Bath brick is fashioned. 

Bridgewater’s historian, the Rev. 
Arthur H. Powel, writing in 1907 of 
the ingredients of the bricks, calls 
them “tempered and mixed to exact 
proportions. The chief agency,” he 
adds, “is the ebb and bow of the 
Parrett bore, keeping it in suspense 
here and accumulating it there, until 
by the inscrutable working of the 
great water sieve, the debritus is fit 
for human manipulation.” 

How Bath brick got its name is a 
matter of conjecture. The most popu- 
lar theory attributes the discovery of 
the abrasive qualities of the slime 
deposits to a laborer named Bathes 
in 1760. Bridgewater had been de- 
stroyed during the Cromwellian Wars, 
and in its gradual rebuilding, bricks 
were made from the slime deposits on 
the river bank. Bathes, engaged in 
brickmaking and digging from the 
river bank when in a dry state, pre- 
sumably found that the clay slime 
gave a bright polish to his spade, and 
that the slime, when burnt, gave a still 
brighter polishing effect. Others less 
romantically say the name came from 
the City of Bath, county seat of 
Somersetsh’re.

adapted from that of the yellow 
siliceous Bath or Portland stone, 


sometimes called holystone, which is 
mined, and when pulverized is used 
for rubbing down metals for fine 
precision work. 


As to the commercial appearance of 
these abrasive bricks, C. J. Goodland, 
writes in The Morganian (Dec. 1929), 
that two firms of brickmakers and 
merchant adventures, named Axford 
and Sealy, respectively, had been 
engaged in selling scouring brick on 
the Continent and in various ports of 
the British Isles some time before the 
Napoleonic Wars. It was by then 
well enough known to have become 
a government article of service and 
was used by troops in Flanders and 
by the Royal Navy for polishing guns 
and war accoutrement. He also claims 
that the brick was then being sold to 
British colonies in North America, 
and to the West Indies. 


According to the Census Bureau’s 
Commerce and Navigation of the 
United States, imports of Bath brick 
began in 1869 when $86 worth came 
in at 20% duty; in 1870 imports were 
listed at $356; and in 1871, at $766. 
From then on Bath bricks and fire 
bricks were classed together, and 
separate figures are not available. 

Mr. Richard P. Isaacs of the New 
York firm, Hammill and Gillespie, 
Inc., which still imports a few cases 
of Bath brick annually, reports that 
examination of the firm’s records in- 
dicates it was importing Bath brick, 
in brick and powdered form, prior to 
1870, and though no earlier records 
are at hand. the volume of imports 
in 1870 would suggest the business 
had been established for some time. 


The first price quotations the writer 
has found on Bath br‘ck are in the 
January 1864 issue of The Grocer 
(London, Eneland): “Bath Brick. per 
100 .... 5 shillings”, and in the 
American Grocer (New York City) 
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for July 5, 1873, under the caption 
“Sundries”: 

“Bath Brick, 24 in a box, per box

Study of scores of price quotations 
through the years show some as low 
as 24 bricks for 65¢. As Sapolio and 
later abrasives, such as Old Dutch, 
became popular, there was less men- 
tion of Bath brick. What may be its 
last listing for popular household use 
appeared in Montgomery Ward’s New 
York City Catalog for July 15, 1915: 

“Pulverized Bath-Brick for scouring 
and cleaning cutlery, tinware, nickel, 
marble. etc., 1 lb. Full Weight . . .06¢ 
. . 12 Pkgs. 65¢.” 

However, Bath brick is still being 
imported for special uses. Small quan- 
tities go to ship chandlers (mostly 
British) for use in ship galleys for 
cleaning carbon steel knives, and to 
the textile trade for cleaning the 
copper plates used in printing. To- 
day’s annual import, which may 
amount to fewer than 50 cases a year, 
is a far cry from the days before 
stainless steel and modern abrasives 
when the John Board Company was 
shipping out 18 million Bath bricks a 
year, and was only one of several 
similar companies loading ships at 
their own quays. 

The method of making and packing 
the bricks has changed scarcely at all 
over the past. century. A wheelbarrow 
takes the slime, dug from the pits on 
the river bank, to the “pugging ma- 
chine”, a worm-screw with knife-like 
flanges. Here it is made plastic and 
forced through a tube some six inches 
in diameter. It is cut off in appropriate 
lengths, molded by hand into balls, 
and slapped into a brick-sized mold- 
ing box. Molded bricks are stacked 
on pallet boards, and, after drying, 
are fired—90,000 at a time—in up- 
draught “Scotch-kilns’”. Baking takes 
from four to six days, depending on 
the amount of animal and vegetable 
matter to be burnt out. 

In today’s process there is no metal 
plate in the bottom of the mold to 
imprint a firm name; brick is now 
wrapped in labeled paper, after being 
smoothed with emery wheels. Broken 
bricks are still pulverized, and sell for 
30 shillings per hundred pounds, 
shipped in 150 Ib. bags. 

The British Needle Company and 
the Aberdeen Comb Works still polish 
their products with powdered brick 
as do many heavy machinery com- 
panies. Railroads still use powdered 
Bath brick in some operations. 

Recent exports (1958) from the 
John Board Company still show 
worldwide acceptance. This past year 
Bath brick has been shipped, usually 
in 50 case lots, to such far flung spots 
as Aden, Beira, the Sudan Govern- 
ment, to Nornugoa and Sadekar, both 
via Lisbon, to Colombo, Hong Kong, 
Haiti, Uyuni Boliva, Rangoon—. 
and to Hamill and Gillespie, in @ 
New York City.

SUALLY it takes more than two people to make a 

town—even a ghost town—but the enterprising 
great-grandson of an Iowa pioneer and his high spirited 
dedicated young wife are doing just that, and bringing to 
life “the good old days,” in a wide place in the road called 
Bentonsport, Iowa. 

A hundred years or more ago, Bentonsport was a thriv- 
ing town of some 2,500 souls, a main port of call for river 
steamers that plied the busy Des Moines. Not far from the 
spot where the old paddle wheelers and side-wheelers tied 
up stood—and still stands—one of Iowa’s earliest hostel- 
ries, a two and a half story modified Georgian structure, 
built in 1846, known briefly as the Ashland Hotel, the 
Phoenix Hotel, then for the longest and busiest period 
of its existence as the Mason House. Under the aegis of 
pioneer Iowan L. J. Mason, it fluorished, famous from east 
to west, as a stopping-off place on the westward trek for 
the ever increasing number of adventure seekers, settlers, 
and drummers. 

When river traffic ceased and railroad centers were es- 
tablished far from Bentonsport, the town had served its 
usefulness. Its population dwindled through the years to 
less than seventy. Off the beaten path, it is today unlisted 
on many less detailed road maps. But somehow the Mason 
House was operated continuously, by members of the 
Mason family, until 1951. Then it was placed in trust for 
a five-year period before being offered for sale. 

In Des Moines, nearly 150 miles away, a notice of the 
proposed sale came to the attention of Mr. and Mrs. 
Herbert Redhead, Jr. The young man—he’s thirty-three— 
is the great-grandson of Des Moines’ first postmaster, a 
business partner of the pioneer hotel owner Mason. The 
young Redheads were interested, but a few things gave 
them pause before they made even a nominal offer. They 
studied the pros and cons carefully, and inspected the 
Mason House with eagle eyes. 

The roof leaked, the plaster was falling in many places, 
the shutters were sagging and in need of paint. Modern 
“conveniences” were non-existent. Even water had to be 
drawn from a 300 foot well. There was no bathroom, no 
electricity, no central heat. 

But there were things in favor of the purchase, too. 
Enough old pieces were left in the 21-room hotel to

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make a start toward refurnishing it 
in its original manner—an old pump 
organ in the parlor, oil and kerosene 
lamps, a quantity of pots and pans, a 
well stocked library, some early-day 
furniture and several towering bed- 
steads, fashionable before the turn of 
the century. The halls on both floors 
still wore their original 100-year old 
wallpaper. One bedroom was almost 
intact—the one which had always 
been reserved for the stateman mem- 
ber of the Mason family, the late U.S. 
Senator William Mason of Illinois, 
father of the Rural Free Delivery, the 
Pure Food and Drug laws, Parcel 
Post, and the Post Office’s General 
Delivery system. 

The young Redheads were rich in 
pioneer spirit; both were steeped in 
early Iowa history. Mrs. Redhead is 
an authority on antiques, and a work- 
ing court appraiser on things from the 
past. Her husband enjoyed working 
with his hands. The appeal of restora- 
tion was strong in both. 

They bought the Mason House, and 
together set about to restore the old 
hotel to its rightful status as a major 
stopping place for travelers journey- 
ing westward from the Mississippi. 

His ability to work with his hands 
has served young Redhead well—he 
has plastered, papered, painted, and 
refinished antique furniture. When a 
picture of the Mason House in its hey- 
day showed a rough stone sidewalk in 
front of the hotel, he proceeded to 
search for the stones, and uncovered 
them one by one. Everything was 
done with the thought of bringing the 
old hotel back to life as authentically 
as possible. 

Along with Mason House, the 
couple purchased the adjacent Ben- 
tonsport post office and general store, 
both long since unused. Now the store, 
like the hotel, is back in business. 
Redhead is the chief storekeeper, 
pleased as punch with the old flour 
bin, the familiar cracker barrel, kero- 
sene lamps, and yard goods from the 
middle 1800s on his shelves. 

A Bentonsport Improvement Asso- 
ciation was formed, the Redheads the 
leading lights. Already the Associa- 
tion has restored the town’s Presby- 
terian Church to a semblance of its 
earlier state, and is bringing back to 
use the building known as Mormon 
House, a landmark important in the 
westward journey of Joseph Smith’s 
disciples. 

Undaunted by the two years of 
painstaking labor that have gone to 
restore the charm and authenticity of 
the Old Mason House, the Redheads 
have still further vision. When every- 
thing is complete, down to a one-horse 
shay and a Currier and Ives type 
sleigh, they will have what they want 
—a midwestern town of the river boat 
era—and Bentonsport, important 
again as a living replica of its pioneer- 
ing past, will be back on the maps 
again. Already visitors from such far- 
flung areas as Alaska, Florida, 

New York, and California have yp 
found the way.

Cloekwork 
Roasting 
Jacks 


by DAVID CLARKE 


LOCKWORK roasting jacks, those 
handsome and ingenious little 
machines whose purpose was to turn 
the meat roasting before the open fire, 
were in use in the first half of the 19th 
century. Apparently most of them 
were made in Sheffield, England, and 
from the scarcity of examples to be 
found in America today compared to 
the number available in England, it 
would seem they were in more com- 
mon use in the mother country. 
These efficient kitchen aids hung 
from a shackle or bracket fastened to 
the chimneypiece. The roast was hung 
on the hook below. Sometimes a jack 
is found to which has been added a 
small cast iron wheel with several 
hooks below which could carry a 
number of steaks or other small items 
at once. 
These little machines were cased in 
well polished sheet brass and bore

the maker’s name on a decorative 
stamped brass label. They were pro- 
vided with an iron clock key, and the 
keyhole was given a neat swinging 
coverplate. 

The jack made by Linwood is the 
type most usually found today. An- 
other variety, made by Chesterman 
(still a prominent name in Sheffield 
engineering circles) used a slightly 
different movement in a case of 
squatter shape. The Restells Patent 
Jack, manufactured by E. B. Bennett, 
was of banjo shape and had a per- 
manently fitted brass winder in the 
center of the casing. 

John Linwood seems to have been 
the most prolific maker. His clockwork 
movement seems crude, yet in reality 
it was a triumph of design over the 
limitations imposed by the materials 
and technology of the per‘od. The de- 
signers, not having an efficient thrust 
bearing available to support the load, 
had to devise a mechanism with the 
minimum of friction in order to con- 
serve the energy of the spring and so 
make a long running machine. 
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This was done by carrying the load 
on a skein of silk thread anchored at 
the top of the tubular extension. This 
could not, of course, twist more than 
a few times before offering resistance 
and the rotation was therefore re- 
versed after every two or three revo- 
lutions. There was an added advantage 
in that a governor was not required 
to control the speed, the meat just 
revolved gently to and fro. 

This movement has an anchor type 
escapement reminiscent of that in a 
long case clock. The spring drives the 
escapement wheel through a pair of 
gears. The teeth on this wheel impinge 
alternately on projections from a 
vertical pin which is the pivot of a 
quadrant driving through a train of 
gears to the final hook. It is this hook 
with its concentric pinion that is sus- 
pended by the silk. 

A refinement usually included was 
a spring loaded clutch at the hook to 
prevent it from turning when the jack 
was not in use. 

The jack was made to work for long 
periods under difficult conditions with- 
out attention. Today they are eagerly 
sought by connoisseurs of clock- 
work as well as collectors of ica 
culinary equipment.

HE history of miniature lamps repeats 

that of lamps in larger size, and was 
similarly directed by the illuminant in 
popular use. As early as the 1820s, minia- 
ture glass lamps with blown fonts and 
pressed bases were being made at Sandwich 
for use with whale oil. Camphene and 
other burning fluids, composed of varying 
mixtures of turpentine, alcohol, and such, 
were known in the 1830s, but not until the 
1850s did they begin to edge out the in- 
creasingly costly whale oil. Miniature lamps 
made for use with burning fluids were 
equipped with characteristic wick-holders 
of pewter. Like those which burned whale 
oil, they had no chimneys. 

In the mid-1850s, just prior to the dis- 
covery of kerosene, when shale oil was 
being experimented with, lamp chimneys 
of glass were found to increase light and 
reduce smoking and odor. The first petro- 
leum well was drilled in Titusville, Penn- 
sylvania, in 1858; and with kerosene came 
the Golden Age of the miniature lamp, 
beginning in the 1870s, swelling through 
the 1880s, and declining by the end of the

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century when electricity took over. 

Contrary to the intriguing thought that 
miniature lamps were made as “courting” 
lamps for lovers, it would seem they were 
actually developed as a utilitarian night 
light to replace candles; though they gave 
scarcely more light, they were somewhat 
safer. The many early examples with 
handles suggest their use as a means of 
lighting the way to bed. 

Miniature lamps were made in metals as 
well as glass: pewter, brass, Britannia. In 
design they followed the larger lamps of 
each period. Those before mid-century 
were small, growing slightly larger in the 
1850s and appearing then in colored and 
opaque glass as well as clear. With the 
years, they continued to grow in size and 
elaboration of design. As refinements were 
made in glass and in lamp design, the 
miniatures became fancier, too, closing the 
century in a blaze of Art Glass, bird and 
animal figure bases, and tiny gone-with- 
the-wind replicas. Small size Rochester 


burners carried the miniature lamp @

The Belles Heures 
Of The 
Duke Of Berry 


Published by The Metropolitan Museum 
Of Art, New York, 1958, with introduc- 
tion by James J. Rorimer. $4.75 


HE MAGNIFICENT illuminated 

prayer book, or Book of Hours, 
made for the Duke of Berry, and 
known as the Belles Heures, is one of 
the great masterpieces of French 
medieval art. Jean, Duke of Berry 
(1340-1416), son of John the Good 
and brother of Charles V, was a 
prince of France, a warrior, a feudal 
overlord, a builder of enormous 
energy—his domains supported more 
than twenty castles. He was also a 
brilliant and passionate collector, and 
the greatest patron of the arts in 
fifteenth century France, Today, of 
his castles, only parts of Rion and 
Poitiers and the ruins of Bourges and 
Mehun remain; of his tapestries, the 
magnificent set representing the Nine 
Heroes, now at The Cloisters, is the 
sole surviving example. Practically 
all of his rich collection of gold- 
smith’s work was melted down; most 
of his jewels were sold to pay the 
King’s soliders in the Hundred Years’ 
War. But of some three hundred 
manuscripts known to have been in 
his library, more than a quarter re- 
main. One of the choicest, the Belles 
Heures, commissioned by the Duke 
and completed by his artists, the 
Limbourg brothers, before 1413, was 
acquired by The Cloisters in 1954 
from the collection of Baron Maurice 
de Rothschild with funds provided by 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Jr. 

At this Christmas season the mu- 
seum has made available thirty-two 
pages of these miniature paintings, 
reproduced in full color and gold in 
the exact size of the originals, 9%4 x 
6% inches, bound in boards covered 
to resemble vellum, and stamped on 
the face with the Duke’s coat of arms 
in gold. To insure complete and bril- 
liant reproduction, the Museum 
worked painstakingly for more than 
three years with the famous engrav- 
ers and printers, Draeger Fréres of 
Paris. The result is a volume of ex- 
ceptional splendor, ‘‘a whole gallery 
of medieval paintings,” in precious 
colors and gold—one of the most ex- 
traordinary and beautiful reproduc- 
tions of medieval manuscript ever 
printed.

descriptive text for each of the il- 
luminations, wrote recently: 

“It is impossible to describe with 
words the vibrancy and brilliance of 
the color schemes in these little 
paintings. Many of them have the 
hues of flower bouquets—lilacs, hya- 
cinths, and mallow pinks, with leaf 
greens, strong dashes of field-poppy 
vermilion, and always that ineffable 
borage-blossom blue that the Middle 
Ages called ultramarine, a pigment 
so precious that the Duke of Berry 
listed two pots of it among his 
‘treasures.’ In others the _ colors, 
keyed to the drab garments of the 
desert saints, are muted olive greens 
and rock browns, with vermilion for 
the Red Sea and small pools reflect- 
ing a blue sky. . . . One of the paint- 
ings of the Crucifixion, illustrating 
the ‘darkness that came upon the 
earth from the sixth to the ninth 
hour,’ is done entirely in misty grays, 
with a streak of flame in the sky. 
This is one of the rare night scenes 
in medieval art. 

“The borders are lavish in gold as 
if they were settings for jewels . 
intricately composed of spiky ivy 
leaves enlivened now and then with 
a scarlet and blue dragon or medal- 
lions of angels. Lines of beautiful 
Gothic lettering in black and ver- 
milion or blue and red complete the 
design.” 

THE LIMBOURG BROTHERS 

From the same source, comes Miss 
Freeman’s account of the Limbourg 
brothers, Pol, Jean (or Janequin) and 
Herman, favored enlumineurs of the 
Duke. Bits of information about them 
have been culled from _ inventory 
items, expense accounts, and regis- 
tries of France and the Netherlands. 

“We do not know in what year Pol 
and his brothers started to work at 
the ducal court. However, an item in 
the inventory of 1413 describes a 
present that the three brothers gave 
their patron as a joke in the year 
1410, ‘an imitation book made of one 
piece of wood, painted in the sem-

blance of a book in which there are 
no leaves, or anything written.’ It 
would seem that the brothers, so well 
entrenched in the favor of the duke 
as to dare to play a trick on him in 
1410, must have known him for a 
long time before. 

“In 1413 Berry’s accounts register 
payments to Pol de Limbourg of six 
crowns on October 24, ten crowns on 
November 7, and on November 9 fifty 
crowns ‘for consideration of the good 
and agreeable services which [Pol] 
gave to Monseigneur every day.’ The 
duke also showed his appreciation of 
the Limbourg brothers by gifts of 
gems. In his will he bequeathed .them 

. ‘a small fine ruby in the shape of 
a grain of barley, set in a ring which 
Monseigneur bought... for the price 
and sum of 3000 crowns of gold; and 
it is called the Barley Grain.’ 

“Information on the earlier career 
of the Limbourg brothers is obtained 
from the records of Philip the Bold, 
Duke of Burgundy, brother of Jean 
of Berry. An entry for the year 1402- 
1403 shows that Pol and Janequin 
had just been engaged by Philip to 
‘illustrate a very beautiful and nota- 
ble Bible. They were not to ‘hire 
themselves’ to any other seigneur for 
four years but were to devote their 
time wholly to the above mentioned 
Bible, ‘so that it could be made and 
completed the better and as quickly 
as possible.’ For this they were to re- 
ceive ‘for their labor and their living, 
as well as for other necessities the 
sum of twenty Parisian sous for the 
two of them for each day that they 
worked.’ Since Philip died in 1404 it 
is probable that this Bible was not 
completed in his lifetime. 

“An item in the accounts of Bur- 
gundy for an earlier year (1401-1402) 
states that Janequin and Herman 
were at that time ‘young children,’ 
working in Paris for a goldsmith, It 
seems that they were on their way 
home to ‘the country of Gelder, 
where they were born,’ when they

were taken prisoner in Brussels. The 
Duke of Burgundy paid their ran- 
som because they were ‘nephews of 
Jehan Manuel (Malouel), painter and 
valet de chambre’ to the duke, who 
had always rendered ‘good and agree- 
able service every day...’ 

“This is the earliest mention of the 
brothers. The last is a document dis- 
covered in Holland within the last 
few years which states that in 1416 
the property of Pol and Janequin and 
Herman at Bourges was claimed by 
their heirs. This implies that all three 
brothers had recently died, probably 
of an epidemic, in the same 
year as their great patron, @ 
Jean, Duke of Berry. 


Patchwork by Averil Colby. Charles T. 
Branford Company. 1958. $9.75. 


In comparison with other kinds of 
needlework, very little has been writ- 
ten about patchwork, and it is re- 
freshing to find a book devoted to this 
traditional household craft. Miss 
Colby first became intrigued with the 
subject in 1931 while working on a 
community patchwork project — she 
was then so inexpert a needlewoman 
she was allowed only to cut papers! 
She is now England’s foremost au- 
thority on the techniques, design, and 
history of Patchwork. She has done 
work for two Queens—the late Queen 
Mary and the present Queen Elizabeth 
Il—and innumerable private patrons 
all over the world. She’s been active 
in all important British needlework 
and embroidery guilds and federa- 
tions, and has lectured, she believes, 
“in almost every county in England 
and Wales”. In her book she gen- 
erously shares her research into patch- 
work history and her enthusiasm for 
advancing patchwork in the current 
revival of creative needlework. Amer- 
ican “piecers” will be interested in the 
background study of the many pat- 
terns that have long been identical 
on both sides of the Atlantic, and will 
gain inspiration for new designs from 
unfamiliar patterns. The book’s chief 
aim is the essentially practical one of 
helping workers design and make their 
own patchwork. There are full and 
easily understood working directions 
on all practical aspects of patchwork, 
expanded and clarified by more than 
200 photographs, drawings and dia- 
grams. Needleworkers will find it an 
important, and delightful, craft book. 


Early American Pattern Glass, by Alice 
Hulett Metz. The Guide Publishing Co. 
1958. $7. 


This latest pattern glass price 
guide to become available to students 
and collectors is especially useful in 
identification of patterns as it contains 
actual photographs of some 1500 
pieces and patterns. These are well 


arranged with similar patterns in close 
conjunction. Such pages as_ those 
which show the variations of Honey- 
comb, Loop, Roman Key, and the 
like are exceptionally helpful for quick 
visual comparison. A thumbnail de- 
scription of each pattern is given; the 
pieces in which it was made are listed; 
and representative current prices for 
the various pieces are shown. For 
more serious study, reference is made 
to the Kamm or Millard books in 
which the pattern has appeared. It is 
to be regretted that some of these 
references have been carelessly edited. 
Royal Oak, for example, refers to 
Kamm Book 3-86, whereas the pattern 
is actually shown in Kamm Book 5-86. 
Those who use the Metz reference 
numbers in descriptive advertising or 
for other purposes would do well to 
check the original source for accuracy. 
However, we anticipate there will be 
many future editions of this guide, 
with price revisions, over the years, 
and an opportunity will be given to 
adjust any present irregularities in 
reference. The handiness of its format, 
and the number of patterns included 
under one cover make it extremely 
usable, and such corrections will make 
it of the fullest benefit possible. 


WILLIAMSBURG “CHAP” BOOK 


The first bound volume to issue 
from a Williamsburg, Virginia, press 
since the 18th century is a little 
“chap” book, containing “The House 
that Jack Built’, “Mrs. Williams and 
her Plumb Cake’, and “Little Red 
Riding Hood’, a reproduction of an 
18th century copy in the Butler 
Library of Columbia University. This 
is offered by the reconstructed Print- 
ing Office and Post Office of Colonial 
Williamsburg, and will be on the 
Christmas want list of all collectors of 
private press books. It’s hand set in 
Caslon type by Master Printer August 
Klapper, printed on an 18th century 
style wooden English Common Press, 
with all spellings, punctuations, and 
typographic errors accurately repro- 
duced. The size is 44%x2% _ inches, 
similar to the original. Wood engrav- 
ings have been newly made by Carl A. 
Roseberg, associate professor of fine 
arts at the College of William and 
Mary. Each copy is bound by Master 
Binder C. Clement Samford in Oasis 
Niger Morocco in varying colors on 
four raised bands with appropriate 
end papers and gold tooled cover. Only 
200 copies are being issued, each num- 
bered and signed by Messrs. Klapper, 
Roseberg and Samford. The price is 
$20 a copy.

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Buttons Carrying Dresden Marks 


by JANE FORD ADAMS and LILLIAN SMITH ALBERT 


UTTON collectors like to speak of their treasures as 

“antiques in miniature’, and parallels between these 
small objects and large ones lead them into many 
fascinating by-paths. Consider, for example, the Dresden 
marks that appear alike on dishes and buttons. A 
knowledge of either field can be carried over into the 
other. 

With buttons, as with other porcelain, the name Dres- 
den has become associated with a style of decoration 
which originated at the Royal Meissen factory and was 
copied for miles around. Not only are buttons in this 
style to be found with genuine Meissen marks, but also 
with the marks of Meissen imitators. 

Four buttons pictured on Plate I are decidedly in the 
Dresden manner. One bears the Dresden rose; one is 
painted with a wreath of Dresden flowers in natural 
colors; two picture Dresden couples garlanded with 
flowers. 

The last three carry the same backmark, which is 
representative of the kind introduced about 1880 after 
the Meissen factory had secured legislation making it a 
punishable offense for others to forge its marks. At that 
time, Madame Wolfshon, who had been the most serious 
culprit, was forced to adopt a mark of her own. She chose 
the name ‘‘Dresden” surmounted by a crown. Following 
her example, others began to mark their pieces 
“Dresden’’, too. 

The Dresden rose button (Plate I, upper right) has an 
amusing punning mark. The sheep is the signature of a 
decorator named A. Lamm, who worked in Dresden from 
about 1887. He sometimes placed the city name under

the lamb, though it is not on this small object. 

In Rows 1 and 2, left, (Plate I) are front and back 
views of true Meissen floral buttons. Their mark is the 
regular crossed swords in underglaze blue. 

Plate II shows a set of six floral buttons—each design 
different—still in the original box as packaged by the 
factory. The mark as printed on the box label—swords 
with a dot between points—dates the sale as sometime 
after 1924. Since the telltale dot is missing from the 
buttons, though the swords are there, it may be suspected 
that the buttons came from “‘old stock” rather than from 
production. 

An unusual feature of Meissen buttons is their body 
construction. The top is flat, the back rounded, and the 
center hollow. The back is pierced with four eyelets, 
large enough to carry heavy thread or even cord. It is 
believed that only Meissen molded buttons in this par- 
ticular way, and that the shape serves to identify the 
maker when marks are lacking. 

The buttons with Dresden marks are of an entirely 
different construction. They have slightly convex tops, 
solid bodies, and, as can be seen in the pictures, heavy 
shanks that protrude from the back in a ridge. This style 
is commonly seen among ceramic buttons from France, 
England, and other countries, and there is nothing dis- 
tinctive about it. 

It is worth stating that all Meissen marks found on 
buttons are believed to be genuine; that all decorators’ 
marks are genuine is practically taken for granted. 

Both Meissen and decorator-marked buttons are ica 
hard to find, and hence doubly worth seeking.

HOSE who have followed the 
Albert Lake, Antique Dolls from 
Paris, advertisements each month, but 
have not yet had occasion to become 
acquainted by mail, may be interested 


to know that it’s Mrs. Philippe 
d’Albert-Lake who is the doll special- 
ist. Though her husband still remains 
nominal head of the business—under 
French law, an American wife may 
not have a business of her own—he 
has long since deserted active antiques 
to return to his original profession in 
Travel and Shipping. His hand, she 
says, is still at the helm. 

Virginia d’Albert-Lake, who was 
born in Dayton, Ohio, and lived a 
number of years in St. Petersburg, 
Florida, met her future husband 
through a mutual friend while travel- 
ling in Europe in 1936. After her mar- 
riage, she settled down in Paris to 
become a proper housewife, and set 
about to improve her meagre French. 

War clouds were even then brew- 
ing, and in 1939 her husband was 
mobilized in the French Army. Later 
came the German Occupation of Paris. 
Having a French husband. she was not 
interned, but was forbidden to leave 
Paris. and obliged to sign weekly at 
the Police Station, giving proof of her 
presence. Soon she and her husband 
were active in the French Resistance 
Movement. They had hidden in their 
home, and escorted to safety, more 
than seventy-five men before she was 
arrested in June 1944, and deported 
to Germany. Assigned to hard labor, 


she was interned in seven different 
camps and prisons, including Ravens- 
bruck. Her husband, on her arrest, 
escaped to England, where he joined 
the Free French Forces. 


At the end of the war when she was 
returned to France, one of twenty-five 
still alive out of a group of 250 Freiach 
women with whom she had labored in 
Germany, she was in pitiful physical 
condition, and was given special care 
at the American Military Hospital in 
Neuilly. 


In 1946, with her brand new baby 
son, a miraculously fine and healthy 
child, she spent six months with her 
family in the United States. During 
that time, she gave over forty lectures 
on her war experiences. After that life 
seemed more tranquil. 


When she first began to specialize 
in dolls, in 1952, they were quite easy 
to find and reasonable in price. How- 
ever the situation has changed. Though 
there are comparatively few doll col- 
lectors in France, the American 
market has flourished, and as more 
and more French dolls find their way 
to the United States, they are becom- 
ing rare and higher priced in their 
homeland. “But,” she writes: “I like 
to feel that the French dolls of the 
past are going to the United States 
today as goodwill ambassadors of a 
beautiful country, where the charm 
and finesse of the people are 
so well characterized by the so 
dolls themselves.”

OTWITHSTANDING the fact 

she had no space for display, 
Mrs. Alva Albright of The Sky 
Ranch, Hillsboro, Oregon, kept right 
on collecting cut glass, and for over 
twenty years had been storing it 
away in barrels. For that time, too, 
she’d been trying to find the right 
reply to her husband’s queries as to 
why she persisted in adding to a col- 
lection not in use.

Used for a black- 
smith shop, it served both to deflect the 
smoke from the chimney and also as a 
weathervane. 


Mahogany desk on stand is worthy of 
note for its ingenious construction. Pos- 
sibly this was devised for use on a ship. 
The pulls are of scrimshaw, and the rare 
brasses bear facsimiles of the frigate 
Constitution. When opened, the front 
becomes a writing surface onto which a 
felt has been set. Upper front drawer 
opens as the tambour is turned back atop 
the desk, and underneath are pigeon 
holes, a well for ink and pens, secret 
drawers, etc. The whole is set on a base 
which also contains a drawer. The top 
unit could be used alone. From the mono- 
gram, ownership was traced to George 
Ropes, a water color artist of Salem about 
1800.
